“Any Palestinians seen mak- 
ing their way to the security 
fence around the settlement of 
Psagot will be considered possi- 
ble terrorist infiltrators, and the 
settlement’s security personnel! 
will feel free to Shoot.” Shlomo 
Filber, one of the settlement’s 
leaders, said yesterday. 

Filber was speaking shortly 
after Palestinian demonstrators, 
led by Ahmed Tibi and -Abed- 
Rabo, marched from Al-Bira in 
the direction of Psagot to pro- 
test land expropriation for a new 
bypass road.

When he did not 
arrive, concern grew that he had 
been kidnapped. 

A massive search led to the 
arrests five weeks later of Ya'a- 
cov Shmuel, 27, and Yehuda As- 
sayag, 25, both of Beersheba.

Bastixar and stealing his rifle. 

At his trial in Beersheba Dis- 
trict Court, Shmuel said they met 
Bastikar by chance near their 
apartment, invited him inside 
and him. They put the 


_concealed body in a curbside gar- 


bage container, which was taken 
to the dump the same day. 
Two months ago, Shmuel was 
found guilty of murder and sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment. As- 
sayag’s trial is still under way, but 
he has recanted his confession.

NEGOTIATIONS between 
Finance Minister Avraham 
Shohat and rebellious Labor 
faction chairman Eli Dayan are 
to continue early this morning.

Peretz proposed that it would 
happen gradually.

Η no compromise is reached, 
however, Dayan insists he will 
buck party discipline and bring 
his amendment to a vote today.

“But MKs 
also sometimes have just 
demands.“ 

Dayan admitted that the 
government has already made 
great concessions in his

“But we still haven't solved 
the real problem of the long 
schoc! day.” he said.

Islamic meet vows to defend rights | in Jerusalem 


IFRANE, Morocco {AP) - Islamic diplomats 
voted yesterday to create an agency to defend 
the rights of Palestinians in Jerusalem and to 
Protect their cultural heritage. 

The 16-nation Jerusalem Committee, an af- 
filiate of the Organization of the Islamic Con- 
ference (OIC), condemned reported moves by 
Israeli authorities to close down Palestinian 
inslitutions in Jerusalem. The committee 
asked the UN Security Council to intervene. 

PLO Chairman Yasser Arafat was at the 
Ifrane meeting. 

Creation of the new agency, to be called the 
Emergency Agency for Jerusalem, was pro-

of the Jerusalem Committee, during a two-day 
Meeting in this Moroccan resort.

A walk through a devastated city 


WE left our car about 15 kilometers outside 
Kobe on a badly cracked bridge and began to 
walk toward the red sky. 

At first, signs of damage were intermittent. 
There were garbage cans and boxes full of 
broken dishes and glass that people already 
had cleaned up and set out for collection. 

As we continued to walk. we began to see 
cracks in the roads and sidewalks. tiles broken 
off roofs and some collapsed fences. 

About 10 kilometers from Kobe, in Nishi- 
nomiya city, we saw our first completely col- 
lapsed house, an older wooden structure with 
heavy ceramic tiles on the roof. 

In one place, an auto dealer's showroom 
window, about 6 by 9 meters was intact. Next 
door lay the wreckage of about four two-story 
wooden houses that had coliapsed. 

Traffic jams extended into Kobe all the way 
from Osaka, Japan's second biggest city.

In one rare show of emotion, a girl drove up 
near some friends, opened the door and fell 
out of the car crying. 

Dozens of fires still were burning nearly 24 
hours after the quake.

trucks were parked, its firemen standing by 
helplessly because the quake had cut water 
supplies. In many places, there was a strong 
smell of leaking gas. 

Taxi driver Rikihiro Sumino said he es- 
caped serious injury because his blankets pad- 
ded him when a dresser fell on his bed. 

“I never dreamed we'd get hit by a quake 
like this here in Kobe,” Sumino said. “I fig- 
ured it would happen in Tokyo, but I never 
thought it would happen to us.“ 

He added: “You really can’t trust those 
experts.

Algerian militants set tough peace conditions 


radical Islamic faction has offered a 

conditional end to violence that in- 

cludes applying “the law of God™ 
against the nation's generals. 

The exiled leader of Algeria's main funda- 
mentalist movement said the communique by 
the Armed Islamic Gronp was a “very good 
sign” — despite harsh conditions set — if it 
proved authentic. 

Last Friday, opposition parties, including 
the outlawed Islamic Salvation Front, reached 
an agreement in Rome for a negotiated end to 
the crisis. ; 

The radical Armed Islamic Group said it 
wanted authorities to accept the platform for 
peace set out in Rome last Friday in exchange 


. for an “end to the war.” 


‘While the conditions set out would repre- 
sent harsh concessions for. the military-backed 


mark a change in policy by the Armed Islamic 
Group. It has in the past refused all 
negowations. 

The group has taken credit for most of the 
killings of foreigners and Algerian journalists 
in the mounting violence and the Christmas 
Eve hijacking of an Air France jetliner. 

The Armed Islamic Group demanded the

from prison of one of its chiefs, Abdelhak

UWAITIS feel a “chill”

Sheikh Saad Abdulla Sabah 
added in an interview with al- 
Watan newspaper that Iraq still 
had an aggressive attitude to Ku- 
wait despite its November 1994 
recognition of the emirate and 
continued to hold Kuwaitis de- 
tained in its 1990-9] occupation. 

Asked if Kuwait would resume 
relations with Baghdad even if it 
implemented Gulf war resolu- 
tions satisfactorily, he replied: 
“If you ask this question to any- 
one in the street he will fee) some.

“Does the matter end with rec- 
ognition? Of course not. Iraq 
should implement all of the Secu- 
rity Council resolutions, the most 
important of which is the release 
of our detained and hostage sons 
stil] in Lraqi prisons.”

“No doubt our brothers in the 
Gulf realize that the intentions of 
this regime are expansionary and 
aggressive and that Kuwait is not 
targeted alone.” he said. 

In Abu Dhabi, the UAE's offi- 
cial news agency WAM on yes- 
terday published an interview 
with Maktoum which it said 
would appear in Kuwait's al- 
Siyussahk newspaper today. 

Maktoum reiterated comments 
he made last week urging Kuwait 
and its people to “build bridges 
of love™ with Traq. 

Kuwait says Iraq is holding up 
to 600 Kuwaitis and third country 
nationals. Iraq says it has no 
knowledge that any Kuwaitis de- 
tained during its occupation are 
still being held but has promised 
to investigate the allegation. 

“It ({raq) still has many aggres- 
sive intentions. but that does not 
mean that we are against the 
Iraqi people. What some say 
about the United States. Kuwait 
and Saudi Arabia being behind 
the siege and the hunger of the 
Iraqi people is not true.” Sheikh 
Saad said. 

He noted UN Security Council 
resolutions passed during the 
Gulf crisis allow Iraq to sell $1.6 
billion worth of oil for the pur- 
chase of food and medicines sub- 
ject to UN monitoring.

Zejjari said reports from UN

“Yesterday there was fighting. 
For the time being in Arbil city 
we are unable to do our work.” 
Zejjari added he feared for the 
safety of staff in the area. includ- 
ing &2 UN troops and 120 inter- 
national relief officials. 

“Six trucks loaded with food 
were looted by the population,” 
he said. Relief convoys are ac- 
companied by UN guards.

Nor should the figure be too discouraging. 
Such polls were not taken among immigrants in 
the past, but it is a safe bet that the number of 
those who felt “‘adjusted’’ within four years (or 
less) of their arrival in Israel was not larger. And 
it is probably true that the rate of adjustment 
among immigrants in the US or anywhere else 
is no better, Only children can be integrated 
quickly in a new environment. For adults the 
transition to a strange country, where culture, 
language, ethics and the system of government 
are different, is almost always difficult and 
lengthy if not painfully traumatic. 

Even the fact that 15% of immigrants in the 
20-24 age group want to leave the country is not 
unusual. In previous immigrations the number 

of ‘defectors’? and would be drop-outs was 

higher. Experts believe any immigration of 
which half voluntarily stays in the country of 
destination should be considered successful. 

A far more discouraging finding is that only 
26% of the newcomers would recommend to 
friends and relatives in the CIS to come to 
Israel. It is one thing not to feel fully integrated 
in a new country in the first years; quite another 
to believe integration is not worth the effort. 

It is this finding which must bring into ques- 
tion the role of Israeli society in the absorption 
effort. Unlike other immigration countries, Isra- 
el considers Jewish newcomers not immigrants 
but returnees. To view them as dry statistics, to 
measure them according to their economic use- 
jane οἱ S let them fend for themselves is to 
ignore the Zionist purpose.

But perhaps even more important than the 
material contribution is the willingness to make 
immigrants feel welcome. In this, too, the gen- 
eral population has found it difficult to over- 
come the stranger-reseutment so typical of other 
societies. With the kind of cynical sensation- 
mongering so characteristic to the yellow press 
in other countries, the local media have blown 
up the seamy by-products of the immigration 
out of all proportion. ; 

The spotlight has been directed at the crimi- 
nals, drug addicts, prostitutes and invalids 
among the immigrants. Even Minister of Labor 
and Social Affairs Ora Namir has parroted these 
distortions with irresponsible disregard for the 
facts. Neither she nor the press seem to realize 
that the numbers of anti-social types is smaller 
per capita among the 500,000 new immigrants 
than in the veteran population. 

Nor has much been said about the fact that 
these new Israelis have significantly raised the 
level of education, art, theater, music, science 
and technology in the few short years they have 
been in this country. Even the eagerness of 
young newcomers to join combat units -- yester- 
day revealed to be greater than the veteran 
population's ~ is hardly known. 

As the elections approach, the immigrants 
will be seen as neither a problem nor a boon, but 
as voters wha cau send at least 12 representa- 
tives to the Knesset. Undoubtedly, the govern- 
ment will now find the financial resources to 
launch employment-generating projects; the 
ministers’ language will undergo a thorough 
cleansing: and the wooing of immigrant leaders 
by all political parties will be ardent. 

But it is doubtful that the immigrants them- 
selves wil! be easily seduced by election-year 
economics and campaign rhetoric of the major 
parties. It is far more likely that they have 
“‘adjusted"’ sufficiently to the way political 
agendas are pursued here to decide on forming a 
political party of their own. There seems to be 
enough agreement among them on the basic 
changes that have to be made, not only in the 
narrow field of immigrant-absorption but in 
general economic policy. If nothing else, their 
presence in the campaign will force the elector- 
ate to view the problems of immigration and 
absorption from a fresh perspective.

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Income tax head admits difficulties 
with retroactivity of bourse tax 


THERE may be cases where the 
income tax authorities will be un- 
able to collect the new capital 
gains tax retrocctively, Income 
Tax Commissioner Doron Levy 
said yesterday. 

At a pews conference in Jeru- 
salem, Levy explained that as 
part of the process of designing 
the computer program, Tekem -- 
the company chosen to map out 
the computer program to collect 
the stock market tax — deter- 
mined what information the 
banks need to keep so it could

Antitrust court 
issues landmark 
ruling in Dubek case

IN a landmark antitrust court rul- 
ing yesterday, Dubek will be al- 
lowed 1o set up an independent 
cigarette distribution system only 
under severe restrictions aimed at 
protecting its competitors. . 

Both Monopolies Supervisor 
Yoram Turbowicz and Dubek 
lawyer Avi Weinrot claimed to be 
vindicated by Judge Miriam 
Naor's ruling. 

About a year ago, Tutbowicz 
asked the antitrust court to issue 
a temporary stay on Dubek's new 
cigarette distribution agreement 
to prevent the monopoly from 
shutting out its competitors. 

Turbowicz asked the court to 
find that the existing distribution 
arrangement be preserved, as it 
allows for competition among 
suppliers, 

When the court yesterday 
found that Dubek could set up an 
independent cigarette distribu- 
tion system, Dubek managing di- 
rector Ruth Hirsch said ‘this is a 
day for celebration at Dubek.”* 

Weinrot said the decision was 
“Δ major blow to Turbowicz’’ and 
showed that even a monopoly is 
entitled to freedom of enterprise. 

However, Turbowicz said the 
decision established a precedent 
for strengthening government 
controls on monopolies. He not- 
ed that Dubek agreed to accept 
several restrictions over setting 
up its new distribution system, as 
it saw that the court was about to 
rule against it. 

By making these agreements 
part of the decision, the court 
gave them the force of a ruling, 
which requires monopolies to act 
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in good faith and restricts activi- 
ties which could impede the com- 
petition’s access to the market. 

The decision finds that Du- 
bek's initial move to set up an 
exclusive distribution syStem_—was 
unfair to its competitors, “and 
Turbowiez acted properly in stop- 
ping it. 

The failure to act would have 
left Dubek’s competitors sudden- 
ly without any distributors. It 
could have harmed its largest 
competitor, the Menashe Elia~ 
char Company -- the country's 
largest importer — and eliminated 
the smaller competition. 

As a result, Naor found that 
Dubek could not unilaterally 
change the distribution arrange- 
ment. Since Eliachar is large 
enough fo set up its own distribu- 
tion system, the ruling finds that 
Dubek has to give enough notifi- 
cation for its competitor to set up 
an alternate system. 

Regarding the smaller compa- 
ties, Dubek agreed to include 
them in its new system, since the 
court found that otherwise they 
would lose access to the market. 

The small companies in ques- 
tion are Sakal and Davids. 

In addition, Dubek is forbid- 
den from interfering with the dis- 
tributors’ arrangements with the 
smal] companies. The court also 
forbade Dubek from setting lim- 
its on commissions the companies 
pay to the distributors, 

According to Turbowicz, the 
smaller companies pay higher 
commissions to insure that dis- 
tributors will have an interest in 
carrying their products.

Currently, IFTRIC only in- 
Sures exports. 
The criteria for risk insurance 
on investments will be based on 
the benefit the Investment is sup- 
posed to bring to the country and 
to the exporter’s business 
development. 

Investments of Israeli firms 
that will be covered include tans- 


fers of cash, equipment and 
know-how for the purchase of 
shares in the foreign concerns. 

Such investments can expose 
Israeli businessmen to political 
risks, particularly in the new CIS 
republics, Eastern Europe and in 
new markets where Israel has had 
no previous commercial 
experience. 

The insurance will cover 90 
percent of the investment against 
the risks of nationalization, con- 
fiscation, war, revolution, civil 
insurrection and political acts 
which would prevent the compa- 
ny’s business activity. The cover- 
age will be granted for a maxi- 
taum of six years, with an option 
to renew. 

Exporters will pay premioms 
based on the risk factor for cach 
country up to a maximom of 2% a 
year of the amount invested.

‘Tax burden 
should be cut 
before ’96

FINANCE Minister Avraham 
Shohat and the Knesset Finance

LONDON {AP) -- Police arrested five people yes- 
lerday in connection with the bombing of the Israeli 
Embassy and the offices of a Jewish fund-raising 
group in London in July, Scotland Yard said. 

Two women and three men were arresied as 
police executed search warrants under the Preven- 
tion of Terrorism Act, but names and nationalities 


were not disclosed. 


But television reports said four of those arrested 
were Jordanians and one was Lebanese, and all were 


of Palestinian origin. 


A car bomb heavily damaged the Israeli Embassy 


on July 26, injuring 14 people.

Advanced security system 
planned for Temple Mount

JERUSALEM police plan to install an electric fence atop the walls 
of the Temple Mount, including over the Western Wall, to improve 
security there, The Jerusalem Post has learned. 

A closed-circuit television system is also to be installed on the 
Temple Mount, to give security forces a view of what is happening 
there at all times. vane 

..Wakf and other Moslem officials in the city have aiready beet 
consulted about the moves. 

On Monday, the Higher Islamic Council met to discuss them, and 
issued a statement rejecting the installation of a closed-circuit 
television system. The statement did not address the electric fence, 
and the subject was apparently not raised at the meeting. 

Jerusalem police spokesman Shmuel Ben-Ruby declined to com- 
ment on the council’s public stand, saying police had not yet been 
officially informed of the Moslem leaders’ position. 

The spokesman confirmed police planned to install an electric 
fence and closed-circuit television system at the holy site, and take 
other security measures which he declined to specify. 

Jerusalem police have been considering various security options 
for the Temple Mount after the Machpela Cave massacre last year 
raised questions about measures in effect on the mount. 

The electric fence is aimed at preventing intruders from sneaking 
into the holy site, with the section over the Westem Wall meant to 
keep Arabs from throwing things at Jewish worshipers below. 

Wakf director Adnan Husseini said that police approached the 
Wakf aboot installing closed-circuit television after Arab youths 
were caught having snuck onto the Temple Mount at night around 
two months ago. 

Husseini noted that the Wakf had already rejected an earlier 
police plan to install metal detectors at the Temple Mount gates. 

“We don't want anything changed at Al-Aksa,”” Husseini said. 

“What the police needs to do is to go after the [Jewish] extremists 
[who have recently tried to pray on the Temple Mount) and put 
thera in jail,"" he said. 

Husseini said the television cameras would prove worthless be- 
cause they would be viewed by Moslem worshipers as a provoca- 
tion, and would be destroyed shortly after being installed.

16 more Jews arrive from Chechnya 


TWO brothers, aged four and six, were 
among the 16 Jewish refugees who arrived 
here yesterday from embattled Chechnya with 
the help of the Jewish Agency. 

As they entered Ben-Gurion Airport, the 
two carried toy rifles which they said they had 
so ‘no one can hurt us.’’ 

Oksana Kurbatshayna, 16, seemed to be in 
ἃ state of shock as she told reporters how she 
had escaped from her home in Grozmy. The 
fast time Oksana saw her mother, who was 
apparently killed in the city, was more than 
two weeks ago. 

“Ἵ asked a cousin to help me look for her, 
but there were piles of bodies strewn in the 
Streets, with'no one to bury them, and we 
didn’t know where to start looking,’” she said 
through an interpreter as she stepped off the 
Acroflot flight yesterday afternoon.
